The words of
the presiden:, which were most keenly
appreciated by the returning soldiers
and thely parents and wives and chil-
dren, were those framing the grand
tribute paid to the members of the
fegiment for the self sacrificing loyalty
to thelr country and devotion to the
flag. The reading of what he desig-
nitted as “the roll of honor,” the names
of the volunteer regiments which re-
mained in the Phillppines fighting the
insurgents long after the period of
their enlistment had expired, evoked
tremendous applause from the people
when the president named “the Tenth
Pennsylvania volunteers.”

Reeder, an honored veleran of the
Union army in the civil war, who has
heen elected chairman of the Republi-
can state committee, will wape n vig-
orous and acgressive fight for the elec.
tion of that gallant young American
soldier of the campaien In Luzon,
Lieutenant Colone! James E, Barnett,
of the fnmous “Fighting” Tenth Penn-
sylvania volunteers, and his colleagues
on the state ticket, the nominees for
the judiciary, Hon., J, Hay Brown of
Lancaster and Hon. Josinh R. Adams
of Philadelphia.

With the brave Barnett, Chalrman
Reeder wili be on the firing line
throughout the entire contest, and it
ean be taken for granted that the Re-
publican colors will be waved triumph-
antly in a magnificent victory at the
polls next November. This is going
to be a remarkeable year in Pennsyl-
vania polities.
